HEAD'S INTRODUCTORY BBMARKS. 
Trom tho Pittsburg Commerci^, April 22. 
CoL S. S. Tisher, Commissioner of 


Patents, addressed a Urge audience, com- 
posed of business men, lawyers, invent- 
ors, mechanics and citizens, at Masonic 
Hull, last evening, on tlie subject "Inven- 
tions and their Inventors." 


General J, K. iloorhead introduced Col. 


Fisher, remarking: that at the request of » 
number of citizens ho consented to deliver 
Ma lecture before a Pittsburgh audience, 
on. his return, from Cincinnati to Wash- 
ington, where hitt office wns located. 


Co). Fisher spoke as follows. 


IiECTCltB OF COL. FISHER. 


General Moorhead has said all that I 


can say and all that I ought to say by way 
of introduction. Except that we kuow ia 
Washington that so many inventors and 
inventions come from this city ot" Pitto- 
burg, that to come hero and talk about 
'them is very much like talking about 
Chipping coal here from Washington. 


There is a marble building in "Washing- 


ton, with lofty porticos and vaulted halls, 
jrhich no visitor to tho Capitol omits to 
enter. Fair and dninty brides and proud 
bridegrooms, littto children, stately ma- 
trons, bustling men and ancient dames, 
trip up the long flight of stairs in cease- 
less How thLoughouc the official d^y. 
When they left 
their country 
homes, 


it was one of the charges of travel- 
ing friends that they should by no means 
forget the Patent Office. 
When they 


shall returii to tell their own story, the}' 
will not fail to name it among the wonders 
which they have seen 


But tliera is imother class -who also 


ascend those steps, for whom the great 
building lias a charm of a different kind. 
Sometimes you may seo some thoughtlul 
SacB and liead of unkempt hair surmount- 
ing a bowed form and plain garb that 
si oivly passes from the street to tho great 
door of entrance. Under the breiist of a 
•well -worn coat is hidden a package care- 
iuUy wrapped in some village newspaper 
—only a levr bit-t of wood and brass deitly 
put together, yet representing a decade of 
thought?, si long series of tantelizing expe- 
riment, and the whole of the little savings 
of a life time. This is an inventor. He 
carries Us invention under his arm. His 
breast alternately beats high with hope,.as 
he thinks of possible fame and fortune, or 
binka with despair as he anticipates rejec- 
tion, and beggery. 


I think thac it was Theodore Parker 


who said that the saddest sight he ever 
saw was an inventor going down the steps 
oi' tho Patent OtSco with, his rejected mod- 
el in hib hands. There was written in 
his iaca rfo much that told of dead hopes 
and a laot. life. It isa pify to spoil agood 
story by tlie au^geation, tUat as the office 
keeps thu rejected -moclol as well as those 
thut are patented, this precise incident 
could not have occurred. It is not neces- 
sary to spoil it, for, with or without mod- 
els in their hands, many sadly disappoint- 
ed men have come buck from the world of 
imagination to the world of reality. 


Invention ia doubtless tlio highest form 


of property. 
It is pre-eminently that 


•which iinan has made lor himself. Shall 
we say that he who turns the soil and 
plunts the i>ccd, and trusts to the unvary- 
ing laws of nature that his crop may borne 
to fruition, has acquired a right to the 
ground; that ho who Irames wood and 
iron into well known, shape has acquired a 
property in his labor; that he who trans- 
fers merchandise from hand to hand has, 
in Lhe rapid barter, acquired a right in it 
which lie may Ctdl his own, and then deny 
the rights oE an owner to a man who has 
invented the very implement with which 
the soil is tilled or the crop harvested,who 
has given new shapes to tbe artificer, ne\v 
fiieilmes oi' transpor»tion and inauuftic- 
ture to the merchant', who, in short, has) 
created a new thing and reduced-it to use- 
ful lorm and practice, so that tbe whole 
world has a new and 
indestructible 


thought prepared for its hervice, which, 
but tor him, it might have lucked forever? 
lieu may sneer ut "property in ideas" «» 
they will, but they can never successfully 
pr honestly deny property in embodied 
idcap, caught, bumensed and trained for 
l.ibor. 


Our inventor, then, ha-s this property, 


and he seeks protection for it. He coin^s 
to the n ition to 
propose a compact. 


*'Heic," ha s.iys, "is a new invention, 
roady to perform for you ^useful labor. 
Pay me tor it in money, or protect me in 
thu exclusive right to uno it ior a limited 
time, and I will pay myself. If you will 
do this I will intniL-dittteiy proceed to 
practice my invention, and 1 will make a 
•full disclosure oi it. 
Here is mv model 


Hera is a, drawing of ray invention. Here 
is a lull def-cripticn; put them in your 
archives; publish tbeni fo your people, 
nnd tell them that when the brief yours ot" 
my exclusive privilege are over, this in- 
volition sluli be as free to "Item as the air 
and the sun.'* 


^?o later than the present summer a 


speilication wa- received at our own Patent 
Offi e, the opening lines ut' which read us 
folio W3 :

Our investor, with his model under his 


arm, was left in his search of protection. 
"We demand, of him a real invention in cx- 
chaagc. He must have something to dis- 
pose of. Like the magician in the story 
uf Aladdin, he must not have filched Ins 
idc:iy from other men. Ho must bo an or- 
iginal inventor. Then, too, ho must alto 
be the first; for, it not unfiequently hap- 
pen-, that while there can he but one first- 
iu.i'tutor, there arc many who are origi- 
nal. 


Some ideas arc the fruit of a lucky sug- 


gestion, and have been stumbled over al- 
uio^t without seeking—othera on tlie oth- 
er hand, have been tlie keystone in arches, 
slowly and painfully erected by patient 
tiiTand long experiment.

siibjc' ted at the hands of examiners before 
a put it can bejissued, and said: 


Ti.rt latent Office, contrary to the popu-

It" the al- 
legcC nveution is new, aud will -work at 
all, a ' is nob immoral nor mischievous, a 
paten .'i granted. It is assumed that if 
tbe invention is good for uotlrng nobody 
will WJ-it it, and that use, and not specu- 
lation, is tho best test of utility. Some 
years a^r > a patent was asked for "a police- 
man's c i b, so nicely contrived that when 
tho em Jof it was grasped by^ a fugi- 
tive or L oter, the policeman, by touching 
a sprhi '„ could cause knives to fly out and 
rut ti'.j hand of his assailant to pieces. 
1 n Commissioner declared that 
this 


•\v...pjo. belonged to an age of barbarism 
rather than of civilization, and refuted to 
grant the patent.

WHEN TO P&ANT CORK. 


"We have noticed a decided difference of 


opinion among itu-mer* en thin subject. 
Somo advocate planting as soon an it can. 
be done without danger of tho seed rutting 
in the ground—just as soon as the ground 
is warm enough to cause the teed tu ger- 
minate. They tell us ch.it, though frosts 
may repeatedly cut down the tender blade 
after it pushes above the surface, yet the 
roots will spread and lengthen and gain 
strength, to that when ih« fraata ccaee> 
and the ground becomes warm, lie plant* 
being so jlrongly rooted come forward 
rapidly.

Another condition of the toil which, we 


consider of the hightst importauce is, that 
it be aoinewbut warm. "SVe would not at- 
tempt to say to what point ihe mercury 
bhould rise on the sutilc when placed iu the 
ground, but we would have the decree of 
warmth -iuch that vegutation geuerjlly, 
even tho trees, would begin to start into 
new life. 


The reasons for such a degree of warmth, 


in the toil before planting are two; First, 
that the weedti near the ••urface may hare 
sprouted, so that the necessary stirring of 
the Around at the time of planting will 
kill them, and thus" the corn haveachsncc 
of getting the start of any that may come 
up from, the detpjr foil. Ground should 
alwuy-* be worked with a harrow ot culti- 
Viiior just before corn is planted, for the 
double purpose of killing the weeds and 
of putting the soil in good tilth. 


The SL'Cond reason for the degree oi 


warmth named, is that the corn may start 
and grow right along vigorously, without 
any check from cold or frost*. 
It will then 


at once assume ita natural dark, green 
color, and return it through tho season, in- 
bteiid of wearing, for a time, that yellow, 
hickly appearance of corn that is chilled 
and stinted by the cold. The growth will 
be healthy and rapid, and we believe th* 
crop will be larger than it would if the 
young plants were chilled. Wir would 
watch carefully, have all things in readi- 
ness, and just as soon a» the above named 
conditions aro found to exist, we would 
"push things"—every day's delay then 
Will saorten the crop. 


Much the best time to cultivate corn is 


before it is up; a good harrow ia very ef- 
ficient, too, 
for this purpose; it will thor- 


oughly pulverize and level the land, and 
prepare it for tho cultivator, which is to 
follow. Of course it must be used a» »oon 
as tho -planting ia finished. The barrow 
should be run parallel with the rowi-, then 
it will .not displacea singlehill. On light 
lands, in good order, the roller should fol- 
low the barrow." If fhia work ha* been 
well done the after cultivation i* "but 
fun."
